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perpendicular stratification of planary fibrous shapes/webs is accomplished. The 
examiner understands that this process occurs downstream of carding. However, the 
examiner is confused with respect to the role of the two vibrating elements and how the 
vibrating elements process the carded web/fibers into perpendicular stratification. The 
specification appears to address some structure but does not define the operation of the 
structures in such a way that is clear. The drawings also show some structure but are 
missing details that would aid in the understanding of the invention. Which element first 
picks up the carded fibers? What operation is next? How does the fibers get 
perpendicular stratified? 

Conclusion 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicants disclosure. Fraser '397, Johnson '959 and Wilson et al. '508 disclose various 
devices for processing carded fibers into a web.
